The greatest and most widespread hardship suffered 
pamphlet and publication binders has been the difficulty 
securing wire. course the scarcity kraft paper 
and cartons has made packing and delivery uncertain, 
and wise binders are putting their customers 
supply these materials. But ill-advised attempts 
binders order more wire than they actually need, 
have created technical shortage far new orders 
are concerned.

OPM issued Gen- 
eral Preference Order M-21 “to conserve the supply and 
direct the distribution Under the terms one 
clause, beginning September 1941, producer 
steel (e.g., wire manufacturer) permitted make 
products (e.g., bookbinder’s wire), and person 
(e.g., bookbinder) permitted accept delivery 
such products, unless such person shall have filed with 
the producer the time placing his order, state- 


ment Form (In the case orders placed 


before September such statement must filed 
before October 15.) his discretion the Director 
Priorities, order insure satisfaction all 
defense requirements, may under this Order direct 
manufacturers steel products where and when 
make their deliveries, well requiring them ad- 
just production schedules. 

Most bookbinders using wire have already received 
copies the above-mentioned Form PD-73 from their 
suppliers. Wire falls under Classification the in- 
struction section. Among the blanks filled out 
the binder are two indicating the ultimate use the 
material, what degree (if any) for defense 
related purposes; this depends the priority rating 
order. George Prentiss Co. emphasizes, 
the requirements the defense program must given 
preference—this clause Order M-21—but normal 
production bookbinder’s wire expected continue.* 

according the Order, material obtained 
under preference rating, must used exclusively for 
the purpose specified.

EVEN THE DIFFICULTIES 
arising from defense emergency crises have prevented 
the Charlton Co., Inc., 345 Hudson St., N.Y.C., 
from organizing its new location one the largest 
and most efficient pamphlet binderies the East. Charl- 
ton specializes comic publication bind- 
ing, circular folding, and all-around pamphlet binding, 
and features complete day and night service. Now 
that has weathered the strain moving the big plant 
(June Charlton ready reveal how in- 
creased production without stepping the working 
hours its employees. 

Credit for the improved efficiency goes part the 
careful plant layout study made Burroughs, 
vice-president the Dexter Folder Co., and Morris 
Margolis, Charlton v.p., resulting improved working 
conditions for its 350 employees and the saving 
much lost time from unnecessary steps. 

its previous location Charlton was spread out 
over floors, with the inevitable loss valuable time 
handling work, locating employees, and shipping 
finished jobs. the new plant Burroughs and Mar- 
golis, seeking avoid backtracking much possible, 
arranged equipment that work would move steadily 
ahead toward the shipping point. They adapted the 
straight-line production theory this thought bend- 
ing shape around the central portion the 
building. 


pamphlet bindery scientific- 
ally surveys its new location and 
improves production conditions

MOVE was part prompted 
electrical difficulties encountered its former loca- 
tion. The addition new machines brought about con- 
stant overloading circuits, resulting complete shut- 
downs when main line fuses blew out. correct the 
condition, complete new wiring would have had 
installed. view the other operational difficulties, 
Charlton felt that the re-wiring would futile and un- 
justified. 

Despite the decision move, Charlton’s electrical 
headaches were not over. Before moving in, had 
number firms survey the plant estimate the num- 
ber light and power outlets would need. The esti- 
mates—believe not—ranged from 345! 

Unwilling strike arbitrary medium between two 
such widely divergent views, Margolis determined 
his own lighting engineer. moved with the night 
crew for week and, utilizing the existing 
worked out his own system, placing the lights wherever 
the majority opinion favored them. came out finally 
200 two-tube 48” fluorescent lighting units, use 
the bigger fixture permitting him utilize existing 
outlets and save the cost additional smaller fix- 
tures and running new connections for them. 

Costing about $25 each, the fixtures are hung about 
200 feet apart and provide the equivalent daylight 
illumination through the entire production area. They 
are suspended directly from the outlet chain about 
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Charlton Co. bindery, 

Boxes indicate roughly posi- 

tions machinery groups, 

not necessarily number 

machines Here’s 

the key:

room for expansion 


WITH EXTRA EQUIPMENT operation—including 
folders, cutters, and generator for charging the 
storage batteries electric floor trucks—the first 
month’s electric bills were but few dollars higher 
than the average the old plant. Besides the intrinsic 
economy fluorescent lighting, two other factors serve 
keep bills within reason: (1) the abundance 
natural daylight the plant from big banks windows 
along each wall, making necessary use the lights 
only nights and dull days; and (2) safety rule re- 
quiring employees shut off all machines lights 
when not use. 

For four reasons, virtually all the plant machinery 
was placed along the walls the plant: (1) take 
advantage daylight and fresh air; (2) pro- 
tect the machines from all damage through being struck 
trucks skids stock; (3) allow plenty 
working space for existing machines and their opera- 
tors, well provide space for expansion; (4) 
allow ample storage room for work progress. 

The officers believe that men can their best work 
when they are not crowded into narrow quarters 
lacking any fresh air daylight. the new plant 
they have even provided showers for the employees. 

Charlton’s plans for expansion, though abeyance 
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present, are provided for the plant layout. 
spaces where new machines are later, there has 
been installed equipment which can shifted without 
great expense difficulty, yet whose present location 
does not interfere with the normal production flow. 


production line 


From OWN LOADING PLATFORM the ground 
floor, incoming stock arrives one series 
freight elevators are used for outgoing material). 
unloaded the electric trucks, and immediately 
checked and routed the floor superintendent the 
air-conditioned production office adjacent the elevator 
bank. Tabloid work sent directly the tabloid fold- 
ing, gathering, and chopping machines across the floor. 
Skid loads flat sheets folded are trucked 
either the adjacent battery sheet cutters 
directly the long row Cleveland folders banked 
L-fashion along one wall and half the next. Here Bur- 
roughs and Margolis took advantage space reserved 
for the addition new folder and temporarily placed 
that spot the punch, perforator, and Smyth sewer, 
where they are immediately accessible when needed. 
Jobs from these machines—as well others 
gathered, wire-stitched, and trimmed—pass the 
long row gang stitchers, flanked smaller group 
hand stitchers. Special hand folding done 
series big work-tables the adjacent corner. 
Diagonally opposite the production office, the other 
side the plant, series book folding machines,

which all book work routed before being sent 
the small wire-stitchers, the gang machines being 
reserved for publication and other types work. Ad- 
joining these folders Charlton’s Coil-binding equip- 
ment, present occupying space reserved for the 
addition another big book folder. 

From the stitchers the work passes the same direc- 
tion series book trimmers and cutters, thence 
group individual shipping tables adjacent the 
other bank freight elevators, which returns 
the covered loading platform completed form. 


high efficiency 


ALL POINTS WHERE scrap paper accumulates, 
there are inlets suction system which swiftly trans- 
fers trimmings the baling room the far corner.

developing substitutes 


ample supplies most grades adhesives 
are available and efficient substitutes are being devel- 
oped for certain imported materials which are becom- 
ing scarce. However, adhesive manufacturers have their 
hands full meeting everyday problems transportation, 
raw material supplies, suitable shipping containers, etc. 
The effort government priorities essential chemi- 
cals has also been felt; and while the situation fairly

well hand, becoming more complicated every 
day. Accordingly, the need for conservation—at least 
the extent eliminating unnecessary waste the 
part adhesive users—is increasingly urgent. The fact 
that these products are relatively low cost may ac- 
count measure for the indifference which widely 
characterizes their use. 

Perhaps the greatest adhesive losses result from the 
application too much glue. well-known fact 
that thin, even film will provide better results, and 
greater yield than heavy coating. Therefore the film- 
regulator mechanism gluing machines should all 
times closely adjusted. For the average gluing job 
film (of proper consistency) three-thousandths 
inch thick ample. simple feeder gauge can 
used check clearances between scrapers and glue 
rolls. course, certain stocks and special jobs may 
require somewhat heavier applications, but seldom

hand application even greater waste common- 
place. When brush-gluing, for example, there wide- 
spread tendency apply far too much sealing adhesive. 
There are several means controlling such brushed-out 
films: use fairly stiff-bristle brush, wide enough 
cover the gluing surface with minimum strokes, 
use shallow glue pot pan prevent dipping the 
brush too deeply, scrape off excess glue from the brush 
drawing over heavy wire suspended across the 
middle the glue pot, and keep the glue pot close 
the object surface being coated that glue drips 
the floor bench. Where production warrants, 
hand stencil roller, fed from small table gummer, can 
used instead brush. this way film control 
approaching the accuracy automatic sealing machines 
can achieved.

THE sECOND most common cause adhesive waste 
through drying out, the original container, glue 
pots, brushes, ete. Such loss might result from 
ordering too far advance use, from over-estimating 
the requirements some non-repetitive job, from 
failing use liquid glue shipments the order they are 
received.

obvious, but continuous losses substantial quantities 
can traced the careless handling adhesive 
supplies. 

Once glue barrel has been opened, evaporation 
takes place. minimize and offset this, replace the 
head tightly after each extraction and, the case 
wooden fibre containers, tack piece wet burlap 
the under side the cover (see illustration). Metal 
drums permit air-tight closures that their heads 
are locked properly, loss through drying out 
should occur. 

Whenever free-flowing adhesives are purchased 
30-gallon 55-gallon barrels drums featuring bung 
holes, spigot faucet may used for the clean, 
convenient withdrawal supplies. Heavy-bodied glues 
and pastes, however, require that the head the con- 
tainer removed. Unless the adhesive which clings 
sides such containers scraped down and kept 
uniform level, the accumulation will dry out 
only wasted, but may also fall into the fresh glue 
below and cause serious trouble. Many have found 
best keep heavy pastes the form mound 
the center the container that there will 
crusting the sides. 


economy aids defense 


For REASON, adhesives should not left 
exposed overnight glue pots. impractical 
empty and wash them out week nights, then they 
should covered with heavy piece damp cloth 
prevent skinning over and drying out. 
should scraped clean and immersed water when 
not use. 

Among other causes adhesive waste are contamina- 
tion and decomposition due unclean pails, scoops, 
mixing paddles, machines, etc. pays keep all 
equipment well scoured with boiling water, 
ally all commercial adhesives are organic and therefore 
subject deterioration. Excessive dilution, too, 
costly induces unrestricted penetration into porous 
surfaces. Adhesive anchorage desirable, but saturation 
the stock wasteful. 

Economical habits, formed time when our defense

ARE VARIOUS KINDS 
sewing, depending the size the book and the 
style the binding. The commonest kind sewing 
called sewing two sheets, and down work. 

Where object compress the book into the 
smallest possible compass, fine silk used instead 
thread, occupying less space. prevent injury 
the book sawing groeves for the bands, which cause 
the book wear out much faster (for the holes thus 
made gradually enlarge size until the book falls 
pieces), method sewing adopted without any 
grooves, tapes being used instead strings. 

The only holes made the sheets this method are 
those the needle, which passed and out above and 
below the tapes, and the sewer forms her own kettle- 
stitch with the needle. This kind sewing requires 
more care than the former keep the sheets even, and 
when well done the effect excellent; for this plan 
the book opens flat any part, the fold the sheet 
starting fully view when the book opened. 

When the books are folded and sewed, they pass from 
the female the male department the establish- 
ment. The first thing that done secure the sew- 
ing brushing layer glue over the back each 
book, and covering the glue with shred paper 
coarse thin canvas cut the size the back. the 
book boarded bound cloth, canvas used 
the same length the back, but about 14” 34” 
wider each side, the projecting pieces serving se- 
cure the side boards, will noticed presently. 

When the glue dry, the book laid flat between 
couple boards, and the projecting side and bottom 
edges are cut off tolerably true with large knife kept 
sharp frequent whetting dry stone. Then comes 
the operation rounding the back.

ing round and re-adjusting the die, carries the 
leathers the other side the press, and then works 
all the right hand sides. 

Cloth covers are embossed after the boards are in- 
serted. The cloth which now consumed such 
enormous quantities bookbinding, manufactured 
for the purpose Manchester, and sent the 
London dealers the article, who dye various 
colors, and glaze calender it, and send the 
binders rolls pieces, each yards long and 36” 
wide. The cloth cut the proper size the

Making the Cases 


cases are then made up, with great rapidity, 
two men, one whom covers the inside with layer 
glue, then places two mill-boards their proper 
position the cover, form the stiff sides, the 
space between the two depending, course, the 
thickness the book. then turns the cover over, 
and rubs the cloth firmly down with cloth rubber 
shaped something like the stone muller used color- 
grinding. then tosses the cover man, who places 
the strip paper canvas along the inside the 


back between the two boards, and then folds down the 
projecting edges the cloth over the boards, smooth- 
ing them down with the edge flat piece stick 
with blunt point each end, and then drawing the 
point the stick down the boundary lines between 
the back and the sides. The two men complete about 
100 covers hour. 

When the covers thus formed are perfectly dry, they 
are embossed and gilt. The ornaments which are 
simply produced pressure are called blind-blocking, 
and when done hand blind-tooling; while the gilt 
ornaments lettering are called gold-blocking gold- 
tooling. The machines employed both descriptions 
ornaments are called blocking-presses, and they 
not greatly differ except power from the fly-press 
already described. 

The ornamental pattern for the back sides cut 
out thick plate block brass, and fixed 
the upper bed the press means dove-tail 
joint. The cloth covers are inserted within metal rules, 
which serve gauge, man who sits before the 
press, while another man swings round with all his 
strength long lever, whereby the upper bed brought 
down few inches upon the case the lower bed, and 
embosses the impression.

THE cases are completed this way, they 
are taken the gilders, who cover the parts intended 
gilt with thin layer ovalbumen white 
egg, called glaire, and then with film The 
covers are then passed gold-blocking press (Fig.

Separate lectures and demonstrations are given 
book sizes, margins, type faces and sizes, measures, 
leading, copyfitting, the anatomy the book, title 
pages, contents pages, running heads, folios, initial 
letters, book illustration and decoration, all with em- 
phasis the relationships the elements each other 
and the text.

common book papers are included student note 
books. There are lectures every phase book- 
binding. Casemaking lectures include design and deco- 
ration cases, materials (leather, cloth, paper), adhe- 
sives, boards, etc., and how they are combined. Samples 
these materials become part the student note- 
book. Following these lectures the student makes sev- 
eral different types cases from actual bindery ma- 
terials and learns stamp otherwise decorate them. 
Casemaking machinery (not available Carnegie) 
explained. 


paste-ups 


Student projects: Preliminary projects include paste- 
ups text pages investigate style and relationships 
page size and margin type face, sizes, and leading; 
chapter pages including display, initials, and decora- 
tion; contents pages containing minimum and maxi- 
mum material; running heads and placement 
folios; pages employing marginal treatments such 
side heads, notes, and illustrations. title 
pages are designed investigate all-type, type and 
spot, type and picture, type and border, and double 
title pages. 

Finally the student prepares complete designs for 
the two books previously mentioned, including page 
proofs paste-ups all front matter, text 
pages, and binding design with actual case made 
suitable materials. Included are complete specifica- 
tions for each book design, materials and produc- 
tion. Emphasis placed accurate specifications be- 
cause, now, the student has done all work him- 
self and now must learn tell others how carry 
out his ideas accurately and with minimum super- 
vision him. 

Results. Since all students the degree course 
required schedule Book Design, variety results 
may expected. Some our students are more in- 
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terested production, others prefer design 
objective. Consequently, out average class 20, 
the quality the work will vary. 

All them get understanding bookmaking 
materials and production and good percentage can 
design acceptable book, while those that have evi- 
denced interest design will correspondingly 
better work. All students admit that they have become 
more critical books and appear better able 
judge both production. All them have 
learned write accurate specifications for the produc- 
tion their designs. 


design his own 


Conclusion: Book design, like all other creative 
fields, not science. has unbreakable rules 
laws make teaching and learning easy. The embryo 
designer must, through proper background and ex- 
perience, develop within himself appreciation and 
understanding his materials and how get the most 
out them. 

first will completely loss know how 
about producing satisfactory design, and like 
too many the trade may copy someone else’s work. 
should told that will help him temporarily but 
best. will poor imitation. Far worse, may 
even copy bad example. Have him create design 
his own even the results are rather unsatisfactory. 
his own design, and after criticism the faults may 
corrected him. 

Gradually his work improves and his critical faculties 
improve with it. Soon can profit from the study 
good work others. longer will imitate them 
but will derive from fine examples inspiration and 
help that add his own skill and appreciation. Only 
the student whose major interest design seems 
develop the point where his critical faculties recog- 
nize those subtleties that separate commonplace work 
from the really good.
